the end of this century Americans may 
be drinking water that has already been 
used three times or more. 


And not only 


Americans. As populations, industries and 


standards of living 
rushing headlong 
shortage. 


How critica] is this shortage! 

Speaking of the cheap de- 
salinisation of sea water, Pre- 
sident Kennedy himself has 
said: “The first country that fs 
able to do that will earn far 
more prestige than we lost by 
being second in outer space.” 
And American Vice President 
Lyndon Johnson has declared: 
“There is no newer or more 
vital frontier for any of us than 
the one we musl cruss Mo a last- 
ing abundance of fresh water." 


Up till then, probably very 
few Americans even knew there 
was a shortage, yet in 1957, 
which was not a particularly 
dry year but is the most recent 
year surveyed, about 1,000 U.S. 
communities containing about 
25,000,000 people were on short 
rations, with the intiabitants 
reluctantly agreeing not to hose 
thelr cars, fill their swimming 
pools or water their gardens. 


In Gibraltar in. bad times the 
people of The Rock wait an- 
xiously for water te he shipped 
in by tanker. In vast areas of 
Australia, China, India, Russie 
and Africa, a slight diminution 
in the usual’ meagre rainfall 
means the difference between 
“getting along’ and bankruptcy, 
even between life and death. 


SQUANDERED 


Even countries like Britain and 
Holland, which previously never 
knew what it was to be short of 
water, now often have periods 
of drought. 


That is what is truly frighten- 
ing. The dary areas of the world 
have had to put up with it for 
hundreds, thousands of years. 
But now even the watery coun- 
tries are going on short com- 
mons. 


Does this mean that less rain 
is falling? The short answer: 
No. It means that more Is being 
used—and squandered. 


More people are being bom, 
fewer dying so young. That 
means more bodies demanding 
water. More and bigger factor~ 
ies, also demanding more water. 
But perhaps the biggest drain 
on available supplies comes from 
higher standards of living. 


UP AND UP 


Today, America uses 
300,000 million gallons of 
water a day. By 1980 con, 
sumption will have doubled 
to 600,000 million, ‘Industry.
